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Dorchester to become a 
dementia friendly town

DORCHESTER is work¬ 
ing its way towards be¬ 
coming a Dementia 
Friendly Town. 

The Alzheimer’s Soci¬ 
ety initiative aims to 
make the town more in¬ 
clusive for those with the 


condition and help them 
to remain independent 
for longer. 

It is urging businesses 
across the town to sign 
up and enrol staff on a 
simple training pro¬ 
gramme. 


Under the project shop 
and business staff will be 
trained to understand 
how they can help and a 
“safe haven” has already 


been set up. 

Local project worker Jo 
Bazalgette from the 
Alzheimer’s Society said 
that statistics show West 


Dorset will see the 
biggest percentage in¬ 
crease in those diagnosed 
with dementia in the 
county - doubling be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2025, 
from around 2,000 suf¬ 
ferers to 4,000.

Although primarily af¬ 
fecting older people, the 
youngest diagnosed lo¬ 
cally is only 41. 

The project was 
launched after a survey 
discovered that under half 
of those suffering from 
dementia felt part of their 
community and many 
said that the condition 
had stopped them going 
out altogether, taking ex¬ 
ercise, using public trans¬ 
port and shopping. 

Almost one in ten said 
that they had given up 
everything. 

More than two thirds 
said the biggest barriers 
to going out were loss of 
confidence, worry about 
becoming confused and 
getting lost. More than 
four in ten said they did 
not want to become a bur¬ 
den on others. 

“By taking this onboard 
it says to the world what 
an inclusive place Dorch¬ 
ester can be.. .all it really 
asks is that staff who 
come into contact with 
the public show patience, 
some understanding and 
are willing to give people 
the extra time they might 
need,” said Jo. 

The project also aims to 
tackle many of those con¬ 
cerns by training staff 


which come into contact 
with those with demen¬ 
tia, supporting carers and 


arranging activities to 
boost confidence and im- 
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HAVING been brought up and lived in North London 
for just over 60 years, Irene Roper moved to Lyme 
Regis after bringing her grandson for a holiday in 
Charmouth, which she remembered from childhood 
visits, and after her son started teaching in the area. 

She moved to the area with Dave, her partner of 
30 years, who has sadly since developed dementia 
and now requires full-time care. 

Irene has since spent a lot of time raising aware¬ 
ness for dementia and is thankful for the support of 
her three sons and seven grandchildren. 

She is also heavily involved with the Lyme Regis 
and Charmouth RNLI Guild, organisers of the an¬ 
nual Lifeboat Week, and below talks about this 
year's events. 


• WHAT did you do before retirement? 

My career was spent working with young children and 
their families. I originally trained as a nursery nurse and 
went on to become a midwife. I then worked in various 
children's nurseries and pre-school playgroups before join¬ 
ing my local authority social services, supporting families 
in need. Eventually, I trained as an early years care and ed¬ 
ucation tutor and taught at a local college before retiring 
in 2002.1 still do some work setting and marking exam pa¬ 
pers. 

• HOW did you get involved with the RNLI Guild? 

Even before I moved to Lyme I was introduced to Jan 
Dover, who had lived in the same area of North London as 
me, and she asked if I would like to help during Lifeboat 
Week. I had always been interested in the work of the RNLI 
and was happy to join in. The rest, as they say, is history 
and on moving to Lyme was quickly invited to join the 
guild committee and become a volunteer at the lifeboat 
shop. 

• WHAT is your role within the guild? 

I am now vice-chairman of the guild and my main role is 
to co-ordinate and organise Lifeboat Week. This starts in 
October/November every year and ends with the publica¬ 
tion of the programme at the end of June, so I will have a 
couple of months break after each Lifeboat Week and then 
start all over again for next year! I am also very involved 
with the team that run the shop. Unfortunately, our vol¬ 
unteer manager recently retired but a dedicated group are 
keeping it going and if there is anyone out there who 
would like to take on the manager's role we would love to 
hear from you. I also love working with all the committee 
members and crew whose dedication and support is con¬ 
stant. I certainly couldn't do it without them. 

• WHY is it important to support the RNLI? 

The RNLI is a completely voluntary service with the aim to 
save lives at sea. It is so much a part of Lyme and other 
coastal towns and we continually have people coming 
into the shop who tell us how they have been helped by 
the various crews around the country. It really is like being 
part of a large family, some of whom regularly respond to 
a "shout"to help people in trouble.They need our constant 
support as without them and the RNLI lifeguards, the town 
would be a less safe place for everyone to enjoy. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about Lifeboat Week? 

Lifeboat Week is the highlight of our year and also our 
main fundraising event. Although it is very hard work, it is 



my favourite event of the year and I particularly enjoy the 
bathtub race and looking at the children's pavement art. 
As well as raising money, I have a chance to meet hun¬ 
dreds of visitors who come especially for Lifeboat Week 
and, along with all our hard working volunteers, can raise 
awareness of the work of the RNLI. I will admit to moments 
of panic but it usually all goes according to plan. One of 
my favourite moments was talking to a young boy who 
was with his family registering for the crab fishing compe¬ 
tition. He was one of the last to register and, on handing 
him ticket number 88, he promptly burst into tears. When 
asked what was wrong he said "I won't be able to catch 88 
crabs!" All was quickly explained and off he went, one 
happy child with his line and bucket. 

• WHAT do you think the highlights will be this year? 
I'm sure that weather permitting the RAF Falcons and the 
Red Arrows will put on their usual magnificent displays. 
However, the return of the tug o'war between the lifeboat 
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crew and the coastguards across the harbour entrance is 
always a great sight and members of the crew sitting in 
stocks while having wet sponges thrown at them should 
prove great fun! 

• ARE there any new events this year? 

This year sees the introduction of some new events includ¬ 
ing fossil polishing arranged by the museum, the Chesil 
Flying Club will be flying illuminated model planes and 
there will be a performance by The Luggers, a local group 
of ukulele players who are quickly becoming a popular at¬ 
traction at lots of venues. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

When I have time I love to settle down with a good book 
and am a member of a reading group in Axminster. I enjoy 
knitting, swimming and writing (but not for publication) 
and I am also on the Uplyme Wl Committee, writing the 
monthly meeting reports. It's not all jam and "Jerusalem" 
and I have learnt so much from the various speakers. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

Lyme Regis is one of the friendliest and welcoming places 
I know. I have made so many friends since moving here. 
For such a small town, there are so many events and nearly 
all of them are run by volunteers. I am constantly amazed 
at the generosity of the people and particularly the sup¬ 
port they give to the RNLI. 

• WHAT do you think it's missing? 

Apart from a couple of moving pavements to help get up 
the hills! I really would like to see the establishment of an 
exciting and challenging children's adventure playground 
with dedicated areas for different age groups. We are fre¬ 
quently asked in the shop where is the nearest play area 
for children? If ever one were to be built I would love to 
get involved in the planning.

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Wind farm plans divide opinion

PLANS for wind tur¬ 
bines on the edge of 
Dorchester are now ex¬ 
pected to be submitted to 
planners within weeks. 

Broadview Energy 
Limited, the developer 
behind the proposed 
Slyer’s Lane wind farm 
project want to put up six 
wind turbines between 
Dorchester and Charnin- 
ster, each one about 350 
feet tall. 

Opinion in the area has 


been divided with a local 
group and the Dorset 
Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE) 
pledged to fight the plans 
and, more recently, a pro¬ 
wind power group set up 
to support it. 

Both sides are running 
email campaigns to get 
their supporters to put 
their views in to the dis¬ 


trict council once the 
plans have been formally 
submitted. 

Talking about the re¬ 
cent round of public con¬ 
sultations a company 
spokesman said: “Broad¬ 
view was pleased with 
the amount of construc¬ 
tive feedback received 
throughout the events, 
particularly in relation to 


its plans to offer the com¬ 
munity an opportunity to 
own a share in the project 
and therefore share in the 
profits.” 

Project Manager Tom 
Cosgrove said that if the 
project goes ahead he ex¬ 
pects it to generate 
enough renewable elec¬ 
tricity to power over 
8,300 average homes. 
“The 2011 census 
recorded 8,996 homes in 
Dorchester and therefore 
we expect the six tur¬ 
bines to generate the 
equivalent to a very sig¬ 
nificant proportion of do¬ 
mestic electricity 

consumption in the 
county town,” he said. 

Further meetings are 
being held by the com¬ 
pany including a work¬ 
shop at the Herrison 
Hall, Charlton Down 
from 5.30pm to 7.30pm 
on July 7th, to look at 
how television reception 
might be affected by the 
masts. The company 
claim they have engi¬ 
neered the layout to stop 
this happening. 

There will also be a

prove fitness levels. One project being investigated 
is a dementia friendly cycling project for younger suf¬ 
ferers. 

Dorchester Chamber of Commerce has backed the 
project and is encouraging all its members to join the 
scheme. Stickers bearing a blue Forget Me Not flower 
will soon start appearing at shops and businesses who 
have signed up to the scheme. Dorchester BID is also 
putting its weight behind the project and a leaflet for 
the training pack for staff has been sponsored by 
Poundbury-based Bluebird Care. 

“The overall feeling I am getting is that people really 
do see the sense of this and want to do it, there has 


been no negativity,” said Jo. 

One of the first to train all its staff and volunteers is 
the Dorset County Museum where talks are also being 
held about putting on a special reminiscence display 
for those with dementia. 

Dorchester Library staff are being offered training 
and local stores will be asked to follow the example 
of one of the national chains in setting up a dementia 
friendly till.

Church in need of £30,000 
for flood damage repairs

AN estimated £30,000 
will need to be raised to 
help pay for repairs to the 
flood-damaged church at 
Charminster. 

The Grade One listed 
building saw up to ten 
inches of water inside, 
damaging the wooden 
parquet floor, stone 
columns, pews and other 
items during the January 
storms. 

Grants and insurance 
will meet some of the es¬ 
timated £50,000 cost, but 
£30,000 will need to be 
raised locally. 

Services are still being 
held in the village hall be¬ 
cause of the damage. 


The Environment 
Agency is planning to re¬ 
pair and replace the 
Grade Two listed bridge 
opposite the church 
which has been blamed 
for the flooding because 
its low arches were too 
small to carry the flood- 
waters away. If it gets 
planning permission a 
new bridge could be in 
place by the autumn of 
2015. 

The Chestnut House 
Nursing Home, in Charl¬ 
ton Down, is holding two 
events on July 5 th at the 
home and Wolfedale Golf 
Club to help raise funds 
for the church appeal.

TWO young men who were caught in the act of 
causing criminal damage to the sub-station on 
Holmead Walk, Poundbury by a PCSO on cycle pa¬ 
trol have been made to repair their damage. 

Both returned with a tin of paint and paint 
brushes to paint over the damage that they 
caused. 

Dorchester Police say the incident was tackled 
using the Community Resolution system, recently 
introduced.This allows arresting officers the choice 
to deal with offenders on the spot.The system also 
keeps first time offenders out of the Criminal Jus¬ 
tice system which does not damage their job 
prospects for the future.

College helps farmers to stay wise 


THE first rural crime and fire pre¬ 
vention centre in Dorset - Farm- 
wise - has been launched at 
Kingston Maurward College, 
Dorchester. 

Based at Stinsford Farm, the col¬ 
lege’s own working farm, the cen¬ 
tre will provide farmers and 
owners of rural businesses a 
chance to receive crime and fire 
prevention advice including a 
presentation followed by a tour of 
the farm. 

During the tour visitors will be 
shown examples of good and bad 
practices, and preventative meas¬ 
ures and equipment that they can 
apply to their own businesses. 


They will see buildings and 
equipment fitted with a variety of 
security devices including recom¬ 
mended padlocks, trackers and 
alarms that can be used to detect 
the theft of fuel. 

The tour will also include iden¬ 
tifying the possible cause of fire. 
Over half of the arson cases in 
Dorset each year involve farm 
buildings or equipment. 

Dorset Police Crime Prevention 
and Design Advisor, Debbie Old¬ 
field, said: “Dorset Police recog¬ 
nise the huge impact crime can 
have on a rural business, and in 
joining together with Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service, Kingston 


Maurward College and the Dorset 
Local Authorities, we hope to 
make farmers in particular aware 
of the need for crime and fire pre¬ 
vention.” 

Martha Perry from the Dorset 
Community Safety Partnership 
led the first tour of the site with 
guests that included High Sherriff 
Jane Stitchbury, Kingston Maur¬ 
ward College Principal Claire 
Davison and representatives from 
the NFU (National Farmers 
Union).

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Creating a future for young and old

EW life is being 
breathed into a 
former rural ac¬ 
tivities centre at Whit¬ 
field on the edge of 
Dorchester. 

The former NHS thera¬ 
peutic centre has been 
closed for around 18 
months - but has now 
been taken on by Future 
Roots, a not for profit 
group which runs the 
successful Rylands Farm 
project near Sherborne 
for disadvantaged peo¬ 
ple. 


The site will offer op¬ 
portunities for young 
people, people of all ages 
with learning difficulties, 
older people, those with 
disabilities and offend¬ 
ers. 

Director of Future 
Roots Julie MacDougall 
said the chance to take on 
the centre was too good 
to miss - even though it 
could pose a financial 
risk. 


She said it offers Future 
Roots the chance to ex¬ 
tend its work and the 
type of client groups it 
works with. She is hop¬ 
ing the local community 
will back the idea offer¬ 
ing their time, money 
and services and goods 
by way of a donation. 

The group has been 
running Rylands Farm 
near Sherborne for al¬ 
most a decade - a site 


which is visited each 
week by around a hun¬ 
dred young people and 
up to 50 older people 
with its successful Coun¬ 
trymen and Country 
Women clubs. Julie came 
to the project after a ca¬ 
reer in social services. 

The Whitfield site has 
been leased for three 
years and at the end of 
that period the NHS will 
assess whether or not the 
centre is worth continu¬ 
ing with. 

With four acres at their 
disposal the site offers 
plenty of opportunity for 
horticultural activities, 
allotments and commer¬ 
cial growing. Impor¬ 
tantly the site also has a 
kitchen, dining and meet¬ 
ing rooms, craft rooms 
and a potter’s wheel and 
kiln. 

Day to day manage¬ 
ment will be down to 
Julie Plumley, another 
Future Roots director, 
who confesses that one 
of her early lessons is 
that there simply isn’t 
enough hours in the day 
to do everything which 
needs to be done. 

“But when I look at the 
progress we have made 


in such a short time it re¬ 
ally is remarkable...so 
many people have just 
called up and offered to 
help,” she said. 

Both women believe in 
the therapeutic benefits 
of working in the coun¬ 
tryside and supporting 
people in a natural envi¬ 
ronment. 

They will be working 
with local groups such as 
the Alzheimer’s Society, 
Dorchester Opportunity 
Centre and Fresh Start - 
as well as individuals. 

All volunteers at the 
centre will be checked by 
the Disclosure and Bar¬ 
ring Service and the cen¬ 
tre’s services will need to 
be run mainly by volun¬ 
teers because of the cost 
of professional staff. 

The aim is that the cen¬ 
tre should break-even - 
selling fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles it produces, offering 
the base for meetings and 
catering for meetings and 
producing items for sale 
such as hanging baskets. 

Some of these enter¬ 
prises may be arranged 
on a share basis, with 
people using the facilities 
and giving Future Roots 
a percentage of any sales. 


Those behind Whitfield 
are also hoping to rent 
out some of its space to 
similar organisations and 
to offer meeting rooms 
on a commercial basis. 

There is also the need 
for support from local 
people and organisations 
and donations in kind - 
such as carpets and floor¬ 
ing, sand, gravel, cement. 
Those with skills for 
everything from building 
work to a potter and 
artists would also be wel¬ 
come to lead groups. 

All added up the centre 
is expected to cost in the 
region of £50,000 a year 
to run. 

The centre will be used 
by all age groups - plans 
are being made for a 
group of older people to 
come along once a week; 
for young parents to visit 
and learn how to prepare 
and cook fresh food and, 
if needed, be given some 
help with their parenting 
skills. One of the core 
groups will be those with 
learning difficulties or 
mental health issues. 

Support from the proj¬ 
ect has come from many 
quarters - including the 
Franciscan brothers at 


Hillfield Friary who or¬ 
ganised an event to raise 
money to support the 
centre. 

An open day is being 
planned - on August 
27th when Dorchester 
Mayor, Peter Mann will 
be going along to open 


the event and tour the 
site.

A DORCHESTER couple is collecting 
tools and useful domestic machinery to 
send to Africa. 

John and Wendy Hilton are the local rep¬ 
resentatives of the charity Tools with a 
Mission charity (TWAM), which, for 30 
years has been sending items to Africa to 
help people there support themselves. 

More than 200 tons of tools were col¬ 
lected last year and were given to African 
students who complete a vocational train¬ 
ing course. 

Each student receives a tool kit supplied 
by TWAM to enable them to support 
themselves and to earn their own living. 
Last year some of the items sent to African 
countries included 3,470 sewing machines 
with a sewing kit, 360 carpentry kits, 347 
typewriters, 370 motor mechanics kits and 
245 boxes of haberdashery.

This 
sewing machine could have made all the 
difference to a family in Uganda.

“Unfortunately, due to regulations, we 
weren’t able to buy the machine at the tip 
as it was electric.

It also means that less needs to go 
to landfill. Everyone benefits.” 

Dorchester collectors Mr and Mrs Hilton 
receive the tools and are also available to 
talk to groups, who would like to know 
more about the charity.

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Police consultation begins on 
dealing with low level crime 

A THREE month consultation on how anti-social be¬ 
haviour and low level crime is dealt with in the county 
has started. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, will be holding focus groups and conducting 
an online survey to get the views of local people. 

Changes to the law mean that all Police Commis¬ 
sioners now have to develop a list of community reme¬ 
dies and, from this autumn, victims will be able to 
select the punishment for the offender from a series of 
options. 

These could include measures such as repairing dam¬ 
age to property, cleaning up graffiti or receiving a pun¬ 
ishment proportionate to the crime. 

Victims can also ask the offender direct questions, 
mediate or receive an apology. 

By bringing together the offender with the victim of 
their crime, it’s hoped they will better understand the 
impact of their actions.

BOTHEN Hill Produce is a family-run farm producing 
organic vegetables all the year round situated under 
Bothen Hill in Bothenhampton. Founded in 2000 and 
registered with the Soil Association, the season starts 
in April with asparagus. This is followed by new pota¬ 
toes, carrots, peas, beans and courgettes and then, as 
the season progresses, a wide range of salads, squash 
and root vegetables. 

Christmas is turkey time, with our home-reared free 
range bronze turkeys which we raise from day old 
chicks.

NORTH Devon were surprised to find 
a dry wicket at Uplyme after traveling 
through heavy rain that led to the 
cancelation many other league games 
including Uplyme 1st XI at Yelverton 
writes Eddie Clarke.

SOMERSET'S hopes of reaching the lucrative second stage 
of the revamped NatWestT20 Blast competition were left 
hanging by a thread after a hefty eight-wicket defeat 
against high-flying Essex at Taunton on Friday evening 

writes Howard Larcombe. 

The Cidermen gave a debut to Budleigh Salterton bats¬ 
man James Burke. But the 23-year-old had an uninspiring 
first appearance in a match that, after a decent opening 
quarter, Somerset struggled to get on top of their visitors. 

After winning the toss Essex skipper Ryan ten Doeschate 
invited Somerset to bat first. 

The decision seemed to have backfired as the hosts 
cruised to 100 for 1 in the 12th over with a firm platform in 
place. 

But then Craig Kieswetter fell for a top-score 40 and this 
sparked an alarming collapse that saw the score tumble to 
111 for 4 with less that five overs remaining. Debutant 
Burke contributed just four off six deliveries. 

These vital closing overs subsequently yielded just 39 
runs to give a below par 150 for 7 total. 

The reply began with Mark Pettini and pugnacious Kiwi 
Jesse Ryder putting on 49 inside six overs. Lewis Gregory 
then had Ryder caught behind for 28 off 18 Tom Westley 
was trapped I front in the next over to give the Cidermen a 
sniff. 

But Pettini (60no) and Ravi Bopara saw the Essex boys 
home with few alarms to a Duckworth-Lewis target of 125 
for no further loss.

Buttler was keeping opener Paul Horton good company 
and the pair went on to compile a 53-run partnership be¬ 
fore being clean bowled by Lewis Gregory at 165 for 5 for a 
patient 18 which included two maximums. 

The arrival of the second new ball brought immediate div¬ 
idends as Lewis Gregory removed Horton for superb 140 to 
clinch a second bowling point as Lancashire reached 
stumps on day one at 221 for 6. 

Day Two belonged to Somerset as they first snapped the 
remaining four wickets to dismiss Lancs for 266 and made 
steady, if unspectacular progress with the bat to close on 
193 for 2 with Skipper Marcus Trescothick 107no, his 54th 
first class ton, and Alviro Petersen 57no in an unbroken 
partnership of 144. 

Trescothick be¬ 
came the highest ever run scorer at Taunton passing Lionel 
Palaitet's record of 7228 which had stood since 1909.
